bled for the purpose of preserving the tran- 
quility of the State, and of defending and pro- 
tecting the peeple of Kentucky in the peaceful 
enjoyment of their lives and property, it is— 
2. 1- art her resolved, That General" Kobcrt 
Anderson, a native Kentuckiah, who has been 
appointed to the command of the Department 
ot Cumberland, bo requested to take instant 
command, witli authority and power f,„n, 
this Commonwealth to call out sj volunteer 
torce in Kentucky for the purposeof repelline 
the invaders from our soil.

A Rapid Review. 

There never lived a man more enthusiasti- 
cally devoted to the Union and its perpetua- 
tion than the humble writer of these lines- 
wo mean the Union established by ttte Const,', 
tution, for we know no other. 

When, aftcrthe election of a sectional Pres- 
cient, the rupture of tho Union was threaten- 
ed, we bailed with real delight and hope the 
prospect of the adoption of Mr. Cfiltend-rt 
amendments. When they were rejected, we 
hoped a National Convention would be called 
and adjust our difliculties. AVhen thai 
refused, we still hoped for some other .qW 
ment, and favored a Convention of the slave 
States, that they might submit their griev- 
ances and make a solemn appeal to the frater- 
nity of the North; but this was virtually fore 
stalled in the refusal of the North to meet in 
National Convention. AVe then favored the 
Border Slave State Convention which was 
held, but tho work of which produced no ac- 
tual fruits. We were still in favor of exhaust- 
ing other means of adjustment ; but war, du- 
ring which no treaty or adjustment can be 
made, followed all; and our only hope now is 
in stopping the strife between the belligerent* 
preserving Kentucky in peace, holding ber 
as an impartial mediator between thecontend- 
Ing parties. This is a rapid review of our 
general course in regard to this lamentable 
fratricidal war. Is it too late, even yet, for 
the LegiatetaMtO request the opposing armies 
*o retire from Kentucky and accept her me- 
diation ? " Blessed are the peace makers."

If it 1 
is the sky that keeps them full, then the sky J 
must always have enough to keep them full'- 1 
that is, it must always be pouring down into ! 
the sea. It is computed that the water which ' 
from the cloud- every year, would cover 
the whole earth to the depth of live feet; that 
is, if the earth were a level plain, it would 
spread over it an ocean of water five feet deep 
reaching around the whole globe. The sky 
therefore, has not only a river of water, but 
a whole ocean of it. And it has all 
of the sea. The sea, therefore, 
inexhaustible fountain which 
pouring up into the sk 
streams, and gj large, as "all the rivers o'f th 
I world are pouring into it. It is this which 
j keeps the wean at the same level from year 
to year. If it were not sending off into"the 
air precisely as much as it receives from the 
! rivers, it would bo continually rising on its 
; shores, and would finally overflow all the 
lands ot the earth.
